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With the Christmas vacation within 
sight the mind of the average fttudent 
is apt to harbor an unusual variety of 
thoughts.

Another vision comes before 
his mind. He sees a large room, neat- 
ly square, fairly lighted, and usually 
cold enough to make him long for a 
game of foot ball.

to which to smuggle a piece of paper 
Round the tables are chairs, and on 
the tables are slips of paper beating 
each tbe name of a student. He 
looks around and tinds one with Iuh 
own name. That is his place. Ifi 
sits down, be examines his pencils and 
sees that they are in perfect order j he 
helps himself to some foolscap from 
the pile in tbe center of the table ; he 
pulls out his watch and places it on 
the table before him : — he is ready to 
for the ipnstions and for the battle.

There is a warm cur- 
ent in tho Pacific, larger than the 
Gulf Stream and quite as warm. This 
current flows northeast from the China 
Sen past Japan, and is deflected by 
the point of Alaska, and returns around 
the Siberian Coast A small portion 
of its water goes through Bebring'a 
Strait, but, if a larger amount could do 
so, the climate of Alaska would become 
milder. Now it appear-* this could be 
done. The chief obstruction! in the 
strait are a number of islets. These 
could be blown up, and, as the clmn 
ncl is two hundred feet deep, the de 

bris might, safely be left in the deeper 
cavities. Such a change would injure 
no country, but if, as in probable, the 

temperature of the northern cos 
Alaska, and may be of tho Arctic 
l, should be raised, the benefit 
wonld extend to all parts of the United 
and Canada east of ths Rocky 
Mountains, from Halifax to Florida.
